Holcomb has been away from his 


business for the last 
ten days, and 


Mrs. Holcomb is in Los Angeles, hav- 
ing collapsed under the nervous and 
mental strain. 


The family of Mlss«chroth admit 


that she has been sent away to place 
her out of Holcomb's reach, and the 
girl's father promises to give Holcomb 
a thrashing when they meet. 
It is 


feared that Holcomb is now searching 
for the hiding object of his affection. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL TEACHER 


Few men in Oakland 
are 
better 


known than Myron T. Holcomb, who 
for years has been prominent in the 
religious, business and social circles of 
the city. He was formerly associated 
in the real estate business with E. A. 
Heron and he is now senior member of 
the firm of Holcomb, Breed & Bancroft 
and president of the Holcomb Land 
Company. For years he was superin- 
tendent- of the Sunday School of the 
First Methodist Church and 
he has 


always been identified with Teligious 
wokr. 


Miss Schroth lives at 1350 Fell street, 


San Francisco, but she was formerly 
employed as cashier at the Maison de 
I' Opera, a French restaurant conduct- 
ed by her 
brother-in-law, 
Charles 


Seharff. 


Four years ago Holcomb went to the 


restaurant to dine. It was there he 
met the girl and, although she was 
only sixteen years old and he a mar- 
ried man of family, he straightway fell 
In love with her. The family of Miss 
Schroth say that Holcomb represented 
himself as a single man and immedi- 
ately began paying her marked at- 
tention. 


GIRL CARED NOTHING 


The girl cared nothing for the Sun- 


day School teacher, her friends say, 
but he seemed to have cast a hypnotic 
spell over her. He followed her about 
the city and despite her efforts 
to 


evade him, managed to hold conversa- 
tions with her. She became alarmed 
and notified her family. 
After, it is 


alleged, he would stand in front of the 
Seharff home at 1551 Franklin street 
and try by his hypnotic power to in- 
duce her to meet him. When she re- 
turned to her father's home in San 
Francisco he learned of her where- 
abouts and continued his annoyance.

twice and went into hiding, but on her 
return each time Holcomb renewed his 
unwelcome 
attentions.

SISTER'S STORY 


"My chief fear is that Holcomb is 


searching for Lydia, who 
has

escape him. This terrible 


state of affairs has been going on for 
some time. 
My sister dislikes him. 


but seems unable to resist the spell 
which he seems to cast over her.. Twice 
before she left home to escape him, 
He once threatened to kill her if she 
left him and showed her some poison 
which he had in his pocket. He has 
dogged her footsteps constantly. 
He 


used to watch outside'the house when 
she lived here. 
He would wait near 


our home in San Francisco, even in the 
pouring rain, and would follow 
her 


whenever she came out. My father,

VISIT WIFE 


"Both myself and .Lydia have re- 


peatedly visited Mrs. Holcomb 
and 


have advised with her as to what was 
to be done.' She is'broken-hearted. I 
myself have heard her beg him to rid 
himself 
of his 
mad infatuation and j 


have heard him declare that it was 
impossible. Shortly before she left for 
Los Angeles she told friends in my 
presence that she had done everything 
to make her husband see his folly, but 
that it was of no avail. She even went 
so far as to tell my sister that she 
would secure a divorce if Lydia wanted 


him, 
but Lydia declared that she hated 


him, 
though she could not 
seem to 


avoid the spell he cast over her. Hol- 
comb has declared that he would find 
her if she went away, and I am afraid 
that he is hunting her now." 


ACCOUNTS STRAIGHT 


City Auditor A. H. Breed, a member 


of the firm of Holcomb, -Breed & Ban- 
croft, said: 


"It is ten days since we have seen 


anything of Holcomb and we do not 
know where he is. I have heard ru- 
mors 
of his domestic troubles, but 


know nothing of my own knowledge, 
as my relations with rum have always 
been solely of a business nature.

SACRAMENTO, May 20.—In a fit of 


demoniacal fury, Chris Christiansen, 
released on parole from the Stockton 
Insane Asylum last Thursday, killed 
his mother, Mrs. Mary Christiansen, at 


1409 
D street this morning and a few 


minutes later committed suicide. 


There 
were no 
witnesses to 
the 


tragedy, but some of the 
neighbors 


heard the aged woman's screams and 
saw her run from the house with blood 
welling from a cut 
in her throat, 


splashing and staining the sidewalk as 
she ran. 


Despite the mortal wound, the wo- 


man traversed a considerable distance 
and fell in front of a neighbor's riouse 
and soon expired, without uttering a 
word as to the circumstances leading 
to her death. 


Twenty minutes 
later a 
shot was 


heard in the house, where Christian- 
seij had barricaded himself, and when 
the officers entered Christiansen was 
lying dead upon the floor of the store- 
room with his throat cut from ear to 


ear. 


It was evident at the time that the 


gunshot wound had taken effect, but 
this was not demonstrated until an in- 
spection and examination was made at

possibly the peace plans might 
be 


wrecked. 


Anticipating a refusal by the New 


York officials of the express companies 
to modify the stand taken by Chicago 
representatives' it 
was 
conjectured 


that the labor leaders might endeavor 
to center a fight on the express com- 
.panles, lifting the ban from all other 
concerns. . 


No definite steps in' that direction 


were taken, however, pending a reply 
from a higher official of the express, 
companies.

Today a committee from the various 


local unions of the teamsters visited 
the employers to make the best terms 
possible regarding reinstatement. 
A 


committee of coal teamsters called on 
the officers' of the Peabody Coal Com- 
pany, another committee visited 
the 


officials of the Commercial Exchange, 
the organization of wholesale grocers; 
still another committee made a call on 
the express managers. 
The various 


department store managers 
received 


committees from the delivery; wagon 
drivers. 


TERMS RATIFIED. 


Peace terms tentatively accepted by 


the teamsters' joint council were rati- 
fied by International President Shea 
today. The acceptance has still to be 
fully endorsed at a meeting of the 
joint council tonight. Unless well-laid 
plans for a termination of the struggle 
are overthrown by radicals In the 
ratification meeting, the teamsters, It 
Is said, will be back at work on Mon- 
day—as many of them as can find 
work. 


That the 
union 
committee, A. J. 


Reed, secretary of the Furniture Driv- 
ers' Union; President C. P. Shea and 
President W. i. Gibbons, of the team- 
sters' joint council, did cot represent 
all of the elements within the team- 
sters' organization was a report cur- 
rent today about labor headquarters. 


Little time was consumed by the 


strike committee, in Attorney Mayer's 
officer announcing their acceptance of 
the employers terms in general. 


A transcript of the several proposi- 


tions submitted -last night to »the 
teamsters' joint council, includes 
the 


following points:

TO BE REINSTATED. 


The strikers are to be reinstated 


wherever vacancies occur, except that 
the employers will not consider ap- 
plications of men convicted .of violence 
or violation of the law. The settle- 
ment does not 
include - the express 


companies; union men roust deliver to 
the express companies ; when ordered 
to do so; 
the Employers* Teaming 


Company to continue 
having non- 


union men; the open strap to prevail; 
working conditions, wages and hours 
to remain the same as before the 
strike. 


The only point on which the strlk* 


committee was tenacious was that per- 
taining to the expreM companies. The 
latter had expressed a determination 
not to tak» back (talker* • timing 


that by striking the latter had brok- 
en their contract. In agreeing to a 
settlement the union 
representatives 


were understood to waive the question 
of reinstatement of employes of the 
express companies. 
This 
afternoon 


Attorney 
Mayer of the 
employers, 


made the following statement: 


"Mr. Shea and Mr. Rand, who are 


now with me, join with me in saying 
that the question as to whether 
the 


strike will be continued or will be de- 
clared off, has not yet been determined 
but depends on the conclusion which 
Messrs. Shea anil Reed arrive at when 
they take up the matter with the 
teamsters' Joint council this evening. 
In the meanwhile none of us will or 
can predict what the outcome will be. 
This statement is authoritative and 
any reports to the contrary are un- 
founded and mere guesswork." 


Confirmation of Mr. Mayer's state- 


ment was obtained from a labor offi- 
cial, .who,, however, declined 
to 
be 


quoted by name. President Shea was 
a visitor today at .Attorney 
Mayor's 


office. 


NOT KNOWN. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—Officials of 


the United States Wells-Fargo and 
Adams express companies In this city 
today declared that they were 
un- 


aware that the Chicago managers of 
.their companies had. referred to the 
general office a protest by the Chi- 
cago teamsters to the proposed terms 
of settlement of the teamsters strike 
in Chicago. 


No official could be found who would 


admit that he knew that an agreement 
between the employers and teamsters 
was prevented by the refusal of the 
express companies to employ any of 
their men who had gone on strike. 


In the absence of 
Senator Platt, 


president of the Qnited States Express 
Company, Vice-President Crosley said 
today: 


"Our company will reinstate none of 


the men 
in. Chicago 
who, with no 


grievances against .their 
employers, 


went out on a sympathetic strike."

spirit of progress, prompted by the same 
motive, and with a pardonable ambition 
to evolve something tangible, out of which 
may be developed a remedy for an evil 
over which we have exercised no control 
hi the past I desire permission to occupy

orbitant rate of fare charged by the Oak-

In the section referred to the country

there was no railroad less than fifteen 
years ago 
Tho lattroad business, like others, is

been very largely built up In this section 
during the last ten years is undoubted.

Alameda's Ferry Service.

The Argus says nobody has received any information that justifies 


the statements made by several papers that the changes in the South- 
ern Pacific ferry service are to'result in the injury of Alameda. 
We 


are'glad to hear it, though it is hardly to be believed that the Southern 
Pacific would deliberately discriminate against a town in which it 
has a monopoly of the ferry business. AlLthe advantage that accrues 
from the growth and development of Alameda is derived, so far as 
ferry traffic is concerned, by the Southern Pacific exclusively, and the 
managers of that corporation are not so blind to the interests com- 
mitted to their charge as to deliberately adopt a policy that would 
retard Alameda's growth and cause the drift of population to seek 
other directions. At present Alameda has a fifteen-minute service, 
which is much better than many sections of Oakland enjoy, and this 
service promises to be bettered and increased rather than diminished. 
It goes without saying that halt-hourly trains cannot make close con- 
nection with twenty-minute boats, and it should be apparent that if 
trains are to make a circuit through both Oakland and Alameda the 
trains must run on the same schedule as the boats. We have no fear that 
the railroad company will sacrifice the interests of Alameda in the 
inauguration of an improved ferry and local train service for the other 
municipalities on this side of the bay, imaginative correspondents to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
[ 


It is assumed that if the government buys the materials and sup- 


plies for the Panama Canal in the United States it will be outrageous- 
ly robbed. At least that is the contention of the Sacramento Bee and 
the San Francisco Call. Then why is not everybody who is forced 
to buy in the markets of the United States outrageously robbed? The 
Call says the purchase of canal supplies in free trade markets outside 
the United States does not properly affect the principle of protec- 
tion. The Call's excuse for doing so indicts the protective system 
for robbery. Either The Call's excuse is without merit or the pro- 
tective tariff should be smashed. 
THE TRIBUNE believes the 


tariff is all right, and hence cannot accept The Call's excuse. 


tion, and in the United-States we exclude the" Chinese and are debat-' 
ing whether or not we shall exclude Japanese also. Why do we ob- 
ject to the inhabitants of the Orient applying the same rule in their 
country that we apply in our own? By force Of arms the European 
nations force their religion, their -trade and their dominion on the 
Asiatics, yet by some unexplained rule of logic assume that it is the 
height of effrontery for the. Orientals to declare that they should be 
masters in their own land. -England forced the opium trade on China 
with ^hotted guns, and Commodore Perry broke down the- wall of 
Japanese seclusion with cannon. Now we complain because the 
Japanese have adopted the sciences and industrial methods of the 
West and are challenging western supremacy in arms and commerce 
in the Cast. 
Wherein are the Japanese blameworthy? The truth 


is, the Christian civilization of the West has arrogated to itself a rule 
of conduct that is indefensible in law, morals and Christianity. 
So- 


called heathen nations have been treated as having no rights a Chris- 
tian nation is bound to respect. Now chagrin and indignation are 
being expressed because the Japanese are proving their ability to 
protect their rights from European invasion. This evidence of cour- 
age and resource comes as a shock to those protagonists of Christian- 
ity and commerce who have assumed the right of forcing their rum 
and religion on peoples fhose skins and modes of worship are dif- 
ferent from their own. It. is bad enough for a man with a yellow 
skin to think he has rights, but it is ten times worse that he should 
have the nerve and ability to defend them. 


The American authorities have finally succeeded in driving all 


lotteries out of the Panaman Canal zone, but the yellow fever con- 
tinues to hang on. A good many would like to swap the fever for the 
lotteries.

fletcalf on sthe South's Progress. 


Secretary Metcalf has been telling the people of Atlanta that the 


South is going ahead commercially and industrially faster than any 
other section of the country since it ceased to pin its salvation to 
"niggers" and cotton. Booker Washington is worth more to the 
South than a hundred thousand field hands, and the free negro laborer 
is worth three times as much as a wealth produced as the slave 
laborer of fifty years ago. Slavery was the cornerstone of an effete, 
outworn and decaying civilization. It was necessary to tear down the 
entire industrial fabric of the South that the cornerstone might be cast 
away, and this involved chaos and ruin for many years; but the 
South has laid surer foundations of prosperity and thereon has ere'cted 
an industrial fabric of increasing splendor and stability. Her people 
have risen from their misfortunes and the wreck of their social system 
refreshed and reinvigorated and with a greater degree of self confi- 
dence. Since they have^ecome their own hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water, they have accomplished marvels in the way of industrial 
development. Secretary Metcalf paid them a compliment both true 
ind deserved in pointing to the unexampled growth of commerce and 
manufacturing in the former slave States, but it was a compliment 
carrying a high tribute to the policy the Southern people have so 
bitterly opposed. 


The people of Philadelphia are learning to their sorrow that pub- 


lic ownership may be made the instrument of private monopoly in its 
worst and most predatory form. 


If the visiting bankers care to look around they will find Oak- 


land an inviting field for investment. This city is the center of one of 
the most rapidly-growing and solidly-prosperous sections of Calif or- 
aia. 
Capital invested here is sure to increase and return large profits. 


If the government buys materials and supplies for the Panama 


Canal in the cheapest of foreign markets, why should it not also buy 
its ships, guns, ammunition and military stores in the cheapest of 
foreign markets? The principle is the same. It is not altered by 
the fact that the canal is external. The war with Spain was external. 
It is manifestly absurd to say, as the San Francisco Call does, that the 
government should buy the material for the canal in the cheapest mar- 
ket, because the canal is being built in the cheapest market. The site 
of the canal is not a matter of choice, but of the ordering of nature. 
Ct is not the purveyors in the cheapest markets of the world who 
turnish the money to build the canal, but the people of the United 
States, who are virtually debarred from competition in furnishing 
supplies and materials for its construction. 


The fires of sectional animosity have died out among the

In it lecture before Johns Hopkins 


Jniv.ersity in Baltimore, recently. Dr. 
fames Teackle Dennis declared 
that 


hiring research work In Egypt, while 
occavating the tombs near the first 
ataract, several hundred ' prehistoric 
icdies were discovered containing thir- 
een ribs. 


"Adam's generosity," 
declared Dr. 


Dennis, "has not resulted, as has been 
generally believed, in man being left 
altogether without the thirteenth rib. 
The work of exploration is still in. pro- 
gress under care of Dr. George Reis- 
ner. The University of California sent 
out the expedition.' I was with the 
party last winter, returning home on 
account ofvthe great fire in Baltimore. 
I return, there, .however, next winter.- 
I was associated 
with Dr. Reisher. 


With us were Drs. Lithgoe and Mace. 


"I might say that our expedition,was 


the most successful in history. At 
Naga ed Dir, below the First Cataract 
on the Nile, we discovered an-ancient 
cemetery from wriich we secured over 
2000 bodiwk Bom* were foiuuTbwM, 


about ten inches below the ground, 
others were beneath huts or mounds of 
mud, 
and 
others still were In the 


tombs. 
We 
discovered 
their 
ages 


through the gourds, vases and pottery 
buried with them. 


"In one tomb we discovered as many 


as six bodies. But it was not until we 
securied bodies that had been buried 
since about 1700 years B. C. that we 
found evidence of embalming. Usually 
there was no skin, the skeletons alone 
remaining piled one 
on top 
of the 


other. A few had hair upon the scalp, 
however. It was among these that we 
found the greatest number of skele- 
tons that had thirteen ribs. Naturally, 
we were surprised. Photographs were 
made and kept in the custody of Prof. 
Elliott Smith, who has charge of the 
great university-and hospital at Cairo. 


"The thirteen-ribbed skeletons' are 


all of the 
male gender. . Of course, 


every one knows how the six ribs on 
each side are started from the back- 
bone, winding about to the front and 
ending near the breastbone.' 


"And 
where were these extra ribs 


found?.',' 


"Strange to say, they were not found 


in the same place," declared Dr. Den- 
nis. 
"Some -were on the right 
and 


some on the left side of the backbone,' 
all about an inch and a half below the 
last rib. 
They did not exttmd more 


than about two inches. It is my belief 
that they having no physiological use, 
more recent generations have not been 
provided with them. How large they 
were in ages long before 6000 B. C. 
it would be hard to say, but the thir- 
teenth ribs ' as we found them were 
quite small, much.. smaller,. than. the 
normal ribs, which extended, as I have 
said, to the breastbone. • 


"There is no doubt that these skele- 


tons were of human beings that existed 
during the period I. mentioned; for 
those of later date found near the sur- 
face of the earth were crumbly and 
breakable and were of little value for 
research purposes. Of the bodies em- 
balmed, we found only a few having 
the thirteenth 'rib, showing thnt even 
then the process of elimination was 
going on through the human frame. 
In 


the embalmed bodies wnich had thir- 
teen ribs the bones were found much 
stronger naturally than in the other 
boflies. 
In only one instance of the 


embalmed bodies, however, did we find 
the skin attached to the bones after 
the mummy .cloth was removed. This 
would dispel the natural idea that in 
cases of mummification . in which the 
bodies were wrapped in cloth that the 
bodies remained intact." 


"And you say; the skeletons of. the 


thirteen ribs were in good condition?" 


"Yes, nearly always. 
The', photo- 


graphs-show that. When the'complete' 
set 'is made public it will prove most 
interesting not only to scientists and 
medical men, but 
to the public 
at 


large. 


"One. of the most interesting discov- 


eries we made .beside 
• the thirteenth 


ribbed bodies was a tomb of the Ptol- 
emaic period. It was dug out of solid 
rock and was about SO feet deep and

Dear Sirv- 1 regret to state that 
the vulgar and hopeless newspa- 
pers expounding that 
criminal

bed "yellow," are delving into and 
exploiting the private affairs of 
my inend George E Lawrence 
and his wife 
Just because 
the 


woman in the case had him ar- 
rested on a charge of brutality the 
saffron-hued vultures have taken 
it upon themselves to display in 
unnecessary and sickening detail, 
the 
strenuous home life of this 


twain. 


And why do they take such 


pains to tell their morbid readers 
of the reckless manner in which 
Mr. Lawrence is accused of as- 
saulting his wife? You may well 
ask. 
Let me tell you. It is for 


the simple reason that Mr. Law- 
rence is a capitalist and a club 
man. 
He is exploited because he 


is not one of the vulgar herd The 
proletariat may do as he chooses 
without fear of exposure in type ; 
but the gentleman or gentlewoman 
has no chance to conceal the little 
unpleasantness that 
happen 
in 


every household if he or she seeks 
redress m the courts 


Mr. Lawrence is my 
perscjnal j 


friend. I am proud to say that I 
enjoy the friendship »and 
confi- 


dence of Mrs. Lawrence. 
Like 


the Allan St. John Bowies they 
are people whom I have admired 
for 
many years 
I knew Mr. 


Lawrence's father, 
who was a 


master painter in San Franasco. 
I am a member of at least one 
club which has the honor to list 
Mr Lawrence as its own. 


Therefore, I want to see Mr. 


Lawrence vindicated in the eye of 
the public 
And for that reason I 


send you this letter, which I hope 
you will print in full. In order 
that the public may know just who 
and what the Lawrences are, it 
will be necessary for me to retire 
into the past. 


Mr. Lawrence met his present 


spouse while she was the wife of 
Fred Jones, 
foreman 
of 
the 


Lithograph Department of 
tie 


Crocker Company of San Fran- 
cisco. At the time she had not 
been getting along very well with 
her helpmeet, so when she met the 
young Oakland capitalist she for- 
sook Jones and fled to Portland, 
where she was joined by my friend 
Mr Lawrence, her present hus- 
band. A divorce from Jones fol- 
lowed and shortly afterwards her 


marriage to Mr. Lawrence was 
announced. 


It seems that the second matri- 


monial venture has been quite as 
unfortunate as the first. A suc- 
cession of quarrels culminated in 
the disastrous episode of last Oc- 
tober, when Mr. Lawrence was 
arrested at 2:30 o'clock in the 
morning at his residence, 3655 
Piedmont avenue, on complaint of 
his wife, who declared to the po- 
lice that she had been kicked and 
beaten by her other half. 
This 


arrest of Mr. Lawrence enabled 
the sensation mongers to delve in- 
to his private affairs and to ex- 
ploit, not only his past, but the al- 
leged past of his beautiful and at 
one time loving wife. 


It is needless for me to say 


that their alleged 
biographies 


ad 
the 
biographies 
of 
their 


people simply teem with inac- 
curacies. While one set of reck- 
less scribblers insist that Mrs. 
Lawrence had acquired 
great 


wealth upon the death of her fath- 
er, a Mr. Brown, a rival clique, 
declared that she never had had 
any money to speak of and that 
her social position was due ex- 
clusively to the fact that she was 
Mrs. George E. Lawrence. 


All sorts of nasty 
reflections 


and insinuations were cast upon 
the past and present habits of the 
couple. Now, it is for the pur- 
pose of telling just who Mrs. 
Lawrence was -that I indict this 
epistle. 


When I first met Mrs. Lawrence 


she was the 
beautiful 
Laura 


Brown, daughter of the 
late 


"Shanghai" Brown, a sailor board- 
ing-house keeper, who, in the hey- 
day of his prosperity had been 'ac- 


fe,] by thoughtifss and unre- 


'iabk persons of all the crimes in 
the calendar from "pitch and toss" 
to murder. That was in the old 
da« when the Barbary coast of 
San Francisco was the liveliest sec- 
rion of the metropolis. 


There were four Brown families 


conducting sailor boardinir houses 
and engaged in the 
munificent, 


though somewhat hazardous, pro- 
fession of shanghaing along 
the 


coast in .those days. The father of 
Mrs. Lawrence was known as 
"Shanghai" Brown. The proprie- 
tor of a rival establishment was 
called "Horse Shoe" Brown. The 
keeper of another place was dub- 
bed "Dog Faced" Brown. 
The 


fourth Brown was called "Slogshi 
Bill." 


All were friends and as a rule 


piayed into each othei'l hands. 
Each member of the quartet led a 
romantic life. Each one had a 
remarkable story to tell. 
They 


all made money. 


Finaly "Shanghai" Brown, the 


father of Mrs. Lawrence died, and 
his widow married a man known 
as Bill Ashton. It was freely said 
by the daughter Laura and' others 
that Ashton had simply married 
"Shanghai's" widow 
for 
her 


money. On several occasions his 
life was threatened. One morn- 
ing he was found dead in a Kearny 
street lodging house. 
Mutual 


friends at the time openly stated 
that he had been murdered by one 
of the Browns. 


Then "Horse Shoe" Brown, who 


once served a term of imprison- 
ment on a charge of murder, and 
who was released 
from State's 


prison because of his apparently 
precarious 
condition 
resulting 


from eating soap, died. 
Then 


Slogshi" Bill Brown died. After 
a bit "Dog-faced" Brown joined 
the great majority, and the beau- 
tiful Laura Brown was thrown 
upon her own resources. 
The 


story that her father left a fat es- 
tate is false. 


I think it was about 1890 that 


she met Fred Jones, foreman of 
the Lithographic 
Department of 


the Crockers. Their marriage fol- 
lowed a brief .courtship. For a 
while they led what appeared to be 
a happy and congenial existence. 


Then my friend George E. Law- 


rence came into their lives. 
His 


admiration for Mrs. Jones was 
apparently unbounded.

friends. If there was such a thing 
as justice in this alleged land of 


the free, these persons who have 
so maliciously exposed the short- 
comings of George E. Lawrence 
and his wife would be publicly 
flogged. The flagrant manner in 
which they delve into the most 
sacred affairs of people with so- 
cial pretension? is outrageous and 
in direct violation of the ideas of 
fee fathers of the Republic when 
they sanctioned the freedom of the 
press.

San Francisco Has Had 


a Surfeit of Music-- 


Political Gossip 


SAN FBANCISCO, May 20.— It has become very evident 


to the men who keep an eye on political conditions that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is determined to send United States Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon to the penitentiary if possible. The Califor- 
nians who have talked with the President about the land fraud 
cases quote him as saying that at least one United States Senator 
nnd two Congressmen will be in jail before the prosecution is 
over ; and the sending of District Judge J. J. De Haven to Port- 
land to try the cases is right in line with this policy. 
J 


Judge Btellinger, who had had charge of the cases at Port- 


land had stood right with United States District Attorney 
Frank J. Heney and the Grand Jury in putting through the in- 
dictments. 
Mitchell and the powerful politicians associated 


with "him could not get any grip or pull on Bellinger any more 
than they could on Heney. But Bellinger died the other day, 
and then there was a good deal of pull exerted to have some easy 
going judge sent to preside over the cases. Judge De Haven is 
probably the last of all the District Judges that the accused 
men would have selected to try them. 


The politicians have long ago given up the idea that they 


can work a pull on Jxidge De Haven. He is a singular man 
with few intimate companions and associate's. 
He goes from 


his home at an uptown hotel to his court-room, walking along 
the street alone and at a rapid gait. When his labors in the 
court are done for the day, he walks to his hotel at the same gait 
and again alone. In the hotel he has caused some amused com- 
ment by finding pleasure and recreation in running the elevator 
up and down. He* is tlie very opposite of a convivial boon com- 
panion, and the practical politicians long ago determined that if 
they wanted anything in De Haven's court the very worst pos- 
sible policy was to let him know that they wanted it. So Mitch- 
ell and the other men under indictment in Oregon will find that 
De Haven is just as rigid and unapproachable as he was in the 
Hyde-Benson-Dimond cases, with which he already has had a 
good deal to do in his court here. If there is any such thing as 
pending these men to jail, De Haven is the very'man that Presi- 
dent Eoose\ elt and Frank Heney want on the bench. 


Harbor Commissioner Henry J. Crocker has thrown down 


the gage of battle to Abe Kuef and the Republican "organiza- 
tion," and it looks very much as if Governor Pardee had decided 
to stand ^ ith him in the scrap. The fighting is all over Senator 
John H. Xclson of the Twenty-Fifth District, who is one of 
Euef 's stoutest supporters, and is also very popular with Herrin 
and the organization leaders. They want for Nelson the fat 
place on the front that was held by Senator Frank French, now 
under indictment m Sacramento for boodling. When French 
went to Sacramento to take his seat in the Senate his place on 
the front was kept open for him. It is still open, but no one 
presumes or pietends to say that even should he be acquitted at 
Sacramento he ever will be given the job and the salary again. 


Ruef was very active in the efLort to have Nelson named for 


the place. Nelson is one of his most loyal friends and most ae- 
the lieutenants. Crocker declared, however, that Nelson had 
joined Ruef in fighting him for Mayor two years ago and so he 
declared that he vi ould not vote for Nelson under any circum- 
stances. Harbor Commissioner John D. Mackenzie, who is one 
of the "organization" leaders, was just as outspoken in Ms ad- 


•v ocaey of Nelson's appointment. He thought that Commission- 
er Charles Spear Avould stand in with him. And it was general- 
ly supposed that Nelson would be able to get the job. But when 


Mackenzie went to Spear to broach the subject of Kelson's ap- 
pointment, Spear said that Crocker had declared that lie would 
not be for Nelson. 


"Well, here are two of us," said tlie practical Mackenzie; 


"we can^vote Nelson into the place, whether Crocker votes for 
him or not."

"But I do not like to offend a fellow commissioner in that 


way," replied Spear.

But Spear would not vote for Nelson, and all tne pull that 


has been brought to bear has not been able to get him to cast that 
necessary vote. As Spear is supposed to reflect the Governor's 
ideas, it is now( taken for granted that Pardee is standing with 
Crocker in a fight .against Ruef and the machine.

It is becoming evident that San Brancisco has had a surfeit 


of music. Of course the Grand Opera was a great success. But 
great soloists on the piano and on the violin* are now permitted 
to come and go without making any thing of a furore and with- 
out making any money. It was thought that Ysaye would cer- 
tainly score a triumph. He, is held by many to be the world's 
greatest violinist. When he was here before women went wild 
over birti, and one of them, a beautiful creature, actually threw 
herself at his feet in a public cafe. 


But Tsaye has not repeated his former triumph. His audi- 


ences have not been large, and the talk about him and his play- 
ing has not thrilled the city. To be sure he is to have a dinner 
at the Family tomorrow night and a dinner at the Bohemian 
Club on Monday night; but these social attentions do not bring 
dollars to Johnson, his manager. Ysaye himself is paid his reg- 
ular salary, no matter whether there is anybody in the house to 
hear him or not. So he will lose nothing by the failure of San 
Francisco to take him up enthusiastically. 
But Johnson will 


lose money, and the fact that so many fine musicians have been 
permitted to come to San Francisco and not make money will 
probably make the managers shy about bringing out similar at- 
tractions in the future. It is just another case bf too much of a 
good thing. We have had too much music this year.

As a conse- 
quence the products of their old cellars are about exhausted, 
while they have not yetvhad time to turn out much of their, o 
liqueur from their new Spanish establishment.

there aie a good many bottles bearing the new Spanish brand 
and a good many other bottles bearing the old French label.

The liquor companies paid\ the Canadian duty to get into Daw- 
son. Now these companies have found that the famous liqueur is 
Aery scarce and very'valuable in this market, and they have ar- 
ranged to ship back all the cases that are left in their Daw son 
storerooms. And now they will have to pay another duty to get 


the stuff into the United States as well as the freight from Daw- 
son. But the genuine article is so expensive now that the paying 
ef the freight and the duty is well worth the while. When you see 
a man trying with muchlcare and many words to get a glass of 
Yellow Chartreuse after his dinner you may put him down as a 
bon vivant, and may be sure that he is paying well for his tipple;
